collection fees 


will increase for Coffee County residents

During the regular bimonthly 


meeting, Coffee County 
Commissioners _ opened bids 
Monday morning, April 24, for 
the county’s garbage collection 
service; however, the matter 
was tabled to allow further dis- 
cussion at a work session meet- 
ing. 

Only one bid was submitted 
for the service. The garbage col- 
lection bid. is a three-year bid, 
and after commissioners opened 
the bid, it became apparent that 
Coffee County citizens may 
very well be paying more for 
their garbage collection during 
the next three years. 

The submitted bid came from 
Arrow. at $78,711 per month. 

“We were — anticipating a 
rather large increase,” said 
county engineer Randy Tindell. 
“This is a three year bid, and the 
price of fuel has increased dras- 
tically since the last bid.” 

According to Tindell; the 
county currently pays just over 
$52,000 per month for garbage 
collection. County. residents 


‘currently pay the county $11.50 


per month for the service. 

If the new bid is approved as 
submitted by Arrow, Tindell 
said the county is looking -at 
about a 60 percent increase to 
what is being paid now. He said 
residents will pay $18.35 per 
month with the new bid. 

Tindell said everything 
looked to be in order with the 
bid, but Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple said he would like 
the commission to table the bid 
and invite representatives from 
Arrow to attend the commis- 
sion’s next work session to dis- 
cuss the issue further before any 
action is taken. 4 

Commissioners unanimously 
voted to table the ‘issue. The 
work session in which commis- 
sioners will further discuss the 
garbage collection is scheduled 
for Tuesday, May 2, at.1:30:p.m. 
at the county. complex in New 
Brockton. No. official action; 
however, can be taken at the 
work session. 

Later in. the meeting, 
Commissioner Robert Stephens 
said he would like to’ request a 


Mayor Grimes reports lower than 
expected sanitary sewer repair bids

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing was without surprises 
Monday evening. 

Mayor James Grimes present- 
ed the good news. that the 
recently opened Sanitary Sewer 
Repair Bids came in lower than 
expected: With a recommenda- 
tion from Grimes, the council 
approved accepting the low bid, 
The work will be done for 
$415,589.50 by J. P. Carter 
Construction Co of Geneva. 

The only other bid received 
was for, about $450,000. The 
project is being completed with 
partial funding from a CDBG 
grant. ‘These’ are federal funds 
administered through state of 
Alabama offices. The work will 


be in an area which includes the © 


Mullins/Kendrick Apartments 
area, 

Grimes also recommended 
the council enter into a contract 
with ALATAX, a Birmingham 
firm which tracks businesses 
which are. illegally avoiding 
paying business licenses. The 
firm works on a 50/50 share 
basis with all funds collected. 

The company does research 
and claims.to collect an average 
of $65,575 in communities 
between 4,000 and 5,000 popu- 
lation. They go back five years,

est and penalties. ; 

Both. Enterprise: and. New 
Brockton have used the firm in 
the past. Enterprise reportedly 
gained 675 new business licens- 
és. and additional revenue of 
$162,277. New —. Brockton 
gained 57new business licenses 
and additional» revenue ‘of 
$5,743: 

The .council voted unani- 
mously to work with this firm 
on delinquent city licenses. 

City Clerk; Wayne Grantham 
reported that day to day busi- 
ness seems. to be working well 
within the city. 

Grimes reported that a recre- 
ation grant to rebuild the tennis 
courts at Hawkins / Williams 
Park and construct new bath- 
rooms at Legion Field has been 
turned down. He explained that 
funds for this type grant had 
been cut to about a third of what 
they were in previous years. 
The $48,500 grant application 
will be resubmitted next year. 

The Mayor also informed 
council members that city crews 
are in the process of relocating 
water and sewer lines along 
Highway 84 West. This is in 
anticipation..of the Alabama 
Highway Department beginning 
four-laning work along this sec- 
tion of the highway.

That doesn’t seem 
like it is such a nish, but now is better than waiting until there is a 
large crowd and having to stand in a long fine. Watch for a complete 
Voter Registration List to be published in all three Coffee County 
newspapers in early May. A quick check of this list will give voters 
a surefire way of knowing they are “ready” to cast their ballot in the 
correct voting box, ete, Then there is the task of deciding which can- 
didate to support and/or in which party primary an individual wants 
to vote, Alabamians still get mad over having to make this choice in 
the primary, but it must be done, Only in November can we keep 
secret from all the world exactly which party's candidate(s) we sup- 
ported. Then and only then can we show our independence, go down 
the list of candidates and legally jump from party to party in our 
voting. 


We saw a headline Tuesday which the main man in the Enron col- 
lapse testified . . . under oath .. . . in court that the collapse wasn’t 
his fault, it was the fault of the media!

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On Saturday May 1,.1886, forty thousand workers 
in Chicago joined nearly three hundred thousand 
others across the country in staging a one-day 
strike. They were demanding an eight-hour work- 
day. Two ofthe Chicago leaders were Albert 
Parsons and August Spies, who were members the 
Anarchist movement. 

* Many saw the Anarchist movement as a 
threat. A May 1 editorial in the Chicago Mail 
slammed Parsons and Spies; “Hold them responsi- 
ble for any trouble that occurs, Make them. an 
example if trouble does occur.” 

No violence marred that day's march. Four 
days later however, a bombing and riot during a 
workers rally in Haymarket Square stunned and 
appalled Chicagoans. A policeman died when the 
bomb exploded, while another six perished in the 
ensuing riot. A further sixty policemen and an 
unknown number of civilians were injured, It was

Even though the evidence showed only two of 
the defendants had been present at Haymarket 
Square, and that they had been on the speakers’ podi- 
um, lt took the jury only three hours to find them all 
guilty. Judge Gary sentenced seven to death, while 
the eighth received fifteen years in prison 
Appeals to the illinois and U.S, Supreme 
Couns were Unsuccessful, leaving Clemency from 
the governor as the condemned prisoners only 
hope. Two of the seven asked him for clemency. 
He commuted their sentences to life in prison. 

Of the remaining five, one committed sui- 
cide the day before his execution, and four were 
executed on November 11, 1887. In 1893, the gov 
ernor of Illinois pardoned the remaining three 
Anarchists.
